Caught In Time. 


“Oh. no,” said Acting City Solicitor 
Walbridge. ‘I inserted that clause 
to make it the same as the artificial 
company’s iranchise. Without that 
clause, and in the same form as it 
was approved the council, the 
agreement was for a perpetual non- 
exclusive franchise, in so far as it 
dealt with artificial gas. 

Some of the aldermen sat up and 
took more than a passing notice in 
the fact that an agreement had been 
passed by the council providing for 
an indeterminate franchise. 

The Mayor at this juncture asked 
Electric Superintendent McNaughton, 
who was present in the interests oi 
the Northwest Gas and Oi! Company, 
if his company would aceept a 
fifteen year artificial franchise. Mr. 
McNaughton agreed. 

When the clause containing the 
words ‘“‘materials commonly used ‘n 
the manufacture of gas,’ the point 
involving patents and which the Arti- 
ficial Gas Company insisted upon re- 
maining intact, refusing to accede to 
the council's argument that the 
word “commonly” should be struck 
out, thus placing the city in a posi- 
tion to benefit by any patents whicn 
the company might secure, and which 
would not A in common use. Mr. 
McNaughton, on the advice of the 
Mayor, decided to permit the erasure 
of the word “‘commonly.’’

It discriminated against the 
older provinces in favor of the west. 

Hon, Mr, Lemieux told Mr. Laver- 
gne. that the proposals were quite 
satisfactory to the Premier of Quebec 
and gave the young member for 
Montmagny a good dressing down by 
pointing. oat that the readjustment of 
the subsidies to the western pro 
vinces every two and a half years 
was provided for in the constitution. 

Bourassa and His Errors. 

Mr. Bourassa captured the floor at 
three o’clock and denounced the te- 
solution as giving Manitoba, Alberta 
and Saskatchewan a quinquennial re- 
adjustment of subsidies. The Minis- 
ter of Justice interjected the informa- 
tion that this was not a new provi- 
sion, but had preedy. been made in 
the Subsidy Act. roceeding, Mr. 
Bourassa said the granting of the 
petition by the Imperial Parliament 
would tie the hands of the Dominion 
Parliament that they could never 
take from these provinces what had 
been giv@éi them. Again, Mr. Ayles- 
worth tendered him the information 
that the Sritish North America Act 
of 1871 sufficiently provided that a 
constitution having once been given 
a province the Federal Parliament 
had no power to retract it. This 
somewhat staggered Henri, but did 
not silence him. He feared the ro- 
solution would provide for a double 
subsidy to the western provinces, 
thet their present legislative grant 
would continue to stand, and de- 
nounced the idea that the provinces 
should be given more money simply 
because ‘they asked for it. 

Provinces Get Too Much Money? 

Mr. Bergerob. who rivals Mr. Monk 
for the honor of Conservative lieuten- 
ant in Quebec, came put flat footed 
against any increase in provincial 
subsidies. Parliament, he said, was 
giving too much money to the pro- 
vinces already. The provincial 
legislatures ill-used the money given 
them. If the money was spent by 
the Federal Parliament “we” (said 
Mr. Bergeron) ‘“‘are here to investi- 
gate how it is spent,”’ but if given 'o 
the legislatures “we didn’t know what 
became of it.”
